The Crown Estate pumps £140m into Rushden Lakes retail scheme

THE Grosvenor Centre in 
Northampton believes its plans will 
be strong enough to meet the 
renewed challenge from Rushden 
Lakes. 

The town centre shopping centre, 
which is owned by Legal & General, 
was one of the parties along with 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Corby Borough Council and the 


Newlands Shopping Centre in 
Kettering, which objected to the 
retail development in East Northants. 

It registered its opposition at the 
planning inquiry in June 2013. 

But in June 2014, secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government, Eric Pickles, gave the 
go-ahead for the Rushden Lakes 
project to start. 

This week it was announced that 
The Crown Estate has committed 
£140m to fund the development of 


Rushden’s shopping and leisure 
scheme, purchasing the site from 
existing owner, LXB Retail Properties 
PLC. 

Pippa Woodstock, senior policy 
manager at the Grosvenor Centre 
said: “We will keep working on devel¬ 
oping the Grosvenor Centre and 
continue with its re-development 
which is on track. 

“We have no more to add.”

Lakes scheme 


REPORTER Lawrence John looks at 
plans for the long-awaited Rushden 
Lakes development, which will get 
underway later this year... 



WORK is now set to start on the 
£140m Rushden Lakes shopping 
and leisure scheme. 

The development will be funded by 
The Crown Estate after they pur¬ 
chased the site from existing owner, 
LXB Retail Properties PLC. 

Works will commence for the first 
phase of the Rushden Lakes devel¬ 
opment towards the end of 2015, 
creating around 400,000 sq ft of 
retail and restaurant space, in what 
developers are promising will be a 
unique leisure offer for visitors. 

The scheme also includes a lake, 
which will be made available for 
activities like canoeing and wake¬ 
boarding, with a series of restau¬ 
rants and a visitor centre looking out 
over the water. 

Occupiers already signed up to 
take space at Rushden Lakes include 
H&M, Costa and M&S, with develop¬ 
ment on site expected to start in 
autumn 2015 and project comple¬ 
tion set for summer 2016. 

It is estimated the scheme will cre¬ 
ate around 2,500 jobs, directly and 
indirectly, through the construction 
phase, and through jobs in the retail 



and catering sector once the park 
has been built. One of those who 
campaigned for Rushden Lakes was 
Cllr Andy Mercer from East 
Northamptonshire Council. 

He said: “My understanding is the 
first phase will be completed at the 
end of 2016. When it will all be com¬ 
pleted will be sometime after this as 
there is still more planning detail in 
the pipeline when it comes to the 
hotel. 

“What it will all mean is Rushden 
Lakes will create 2,500 jobs and link 
in well with the Rushden East devel¬ 
opment. Why should Northampton 
(borough council) assume everyone 
in Rushden would travel to North¬ 
ampton to do their shopping? That 
did not make any sense and there 


was no evidence put forward to back 
this up. In the 1960s Ford wanted to 
build a factory in Rushden but they 
were made to feel unwelcome and 
Rushden blew it. 

“This time we were not going to 
lose such an opportunity.” 

A spokesperson for Northampton 
Borough Council, which also object¬ 
ed to the scheme, said: “With the 
demolition of Greyfriars we are 
moving forward with plans to rede¬ 
velop a large town centre site. 

“We are also seeing a new empha¬ 
sis on our cultural and historic 
strengths with the cultural quarter 
and heritage gateway, which offer 
reasons to explore Northampton 
that no out of town shopping loca¬ 
tion can compete with.”

200 jobs are lost 
in firm’s collapse

Almost 200 jobs have been 
lost in Northampton after an 
international paper supply 
firm based in the town col¬ 
lapsed into administration. 

PaperlinX UK, based in 
Moulton Park, has been 
placed in administration and 
14 of the company’s 19 sites 
across the country have been 
shut down. 

A total of 188 of the 411 staff 
at the head office in 
Northampton have been 
made redundant, while 10 of 
another 30 at the firm’s other 


centre in Brackmills have 
also lost their jobs. 

Across the UK there will be 
693 redundancies at the com¬ 
pany, which will continue to 
trade from five sites includ¬ 
ing the head office in 
Northampton. 

Business advisory firm 
Deloitte has been appointed 
joint administrators. 

A spokesperson for Deloitte 
said in the announcement 
last Thursday that the com¬ 
pany will now operate on a 
more limited basis. During 
this period it will also attempt 
to find a purchaser for all or 
parts of the businesses. 


After the announcement, 
Northampton Borough 
Council said it will help the 
redundant employees to look 
for new jobs in the town. 

Council leader Cllr David 
Mackintosh said: “It is always 
disappointing to hear of com¬ 
panies having to downsize or 
close when faced with signifi¬ 
cant change within their 
industries. 

“The borough council will 
do all it can to work with 
Paperlinx and their adminis¬ 
trators to support them and 
help find other employment 
in the town for the people 
affected.”

‘Tipsy’ teacher 
in schools ban

A former art teacher at 
Northampton School for 
Girls, who had been 
given a suspended jail 
sentence for drink-driv¬ 
ing, has been banned 
from teaching indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Caroline Bradbury, 60, 
was given a 12-month 
prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years by 
magistrates in January 
2011, after being found 
three times over the legal 
drink-drive limit. 

Mrs Bradbury, who was 
also banned from driving 
for two years, then 
resigned in 2013 follow¬ 
ing a suspension after 


she appeared to be under 
the influence of alcohol 
on three occasions while 
at the school. 

Last week, a National 
College of Teaching and 
Leadership disciplinary 
panel heard Bradbury’s 
claim that the three 
occasions she appeared 
to be intoxicated was due 
to her being ‘under the 
influence of medication’. 

However, the panel 
found her claim to be 
‘cumulatively unlikely’. 

The findings read: “The 
panel finds, on the bal¬ 
ance of probabilities, that 
on these three occasions 
Mrs Bradbury was under 
the influence of alcohol 
whilst at the School. 

“The panel find it 


cumulatively unlikely 
that she was under the 
influence of her [redact¬ 
ed] medication on the 
three occasions, given 
that she was reported as 
smelling of alcohol and 
in view of her behaviour 
and demeanour, which 
she herself accepted was 
of someone who was 
intoxicated.” 

Finding that pupils may 
have been at risk, the 
panel also said she was 
guilty of unacceptable 
professional conduct.' 

Mrs Bradbury can seek 
to have the ban lifted 
after three years, but it 
would not be lifted auto¬ 
matically and she would 
have to appear before 
another panel. 


Jeremy Hunt: NGH needs to expand

Time to speak out about 
Delapre Tea Room 

Until the end of last year I was a 
member of the FoDA Board and so 
while not part of the current deci¬ 
sion to close the Tearoom am 
acquainted with the background. 
And while I don’t wish to lose friends 
over this matter I feel that the time 
has come to put matters straight. 

At its inception, back I believe in 
2007, the Tearoom was a good and 
viable project run solely by volun¬ 
teers. Where it went wrong, in my 
opinion, is that it was allowed to 
develop without a well-considered 
business plan. Staff were employed 
on salaries, which during the winter 
months exceeded gross takings, let 


alone covering overheads and food 
purchases. Summer takings needed 
to be high to cover the winter losses 
as well as summer costs, a wet sum¬ 
mer could result in failing to break¬ 
ing even. 

As a charity, FoDA has to be careful 
in its business dealings, it cannot 
use charitable funds to support busi¬ 
ness losses. Most charities raising 
funds through business protect 
themselves by setting up a separate 
business arm. In 2010 FoDA went 
through a period of re-organisation 
of its charitable status. At this point 
it should have also separated the 
Tearoom operation from the charita¬ 
ble operation, but for some reason 
didn’t. At last year’s AGM I proposed 
that separation should take place but 
it was rejected by members. This left 
the Trustees at risk and it was shortly 
after this that I resigned. Over the 


past couple of years the Board has 
struggled to square this circle but 
following advice were left with no 
other option, to have continued 
would have left themselves open to 
charges of Breaches of Trust. 

In my opinion, and one I was pre¬ 
pared to support with volunteer 
time, the refurbished Stables, would 
have made a good and viable loca¬ 
tion for a Tearoom. Visit many 
National Trust properties and this is 
what you will find. True, it would not 
overlook the garden but customers 
who wished would have been able to 
carry refreshments a short distance 
through an opened up gateway to sit 
in the garden. The area by the 
Stables has been cleared as a first 
step in brightening up the area, this 
could have been followed by flower 
boarders, planters and picnic bench¬ 
es. The Drovers Return on Hunsbury 
Hill and The Outpost on Midsummer 
Meadow show that such set ups can 
be viable with far less worthy out¬ 
looks. 

With regards to footfall, there is far 
greater passing trade at the stables. 
Many people, particularly dog walk¬ 
ers and pedestrians going to work at 
Brackmills, walk along the track 
towards the lake but have never call 
in at the Tearoom. 

FoDA was set up to protect the 
Abbey, which they have achieved. 

But this could be put at risk. On com¬ 
pletion of the restoration the Abbey 
will need to attract thousands of visi¬ 
tors and generate six figure sums 
annually to keep it going and work 
toward Phase 2. Locating a small tea¬ 
room in the middle of all this would 
be a hindrance to its future.

3,000 homes 
plan unveiled

Thousands of new homes, three 
new schools, a large area of 
‘employment land’ and a new 
supermarket could be built on a 
site in Northampton. 

Plans for a major housing devel¬ 
opment on land next to Kings 
Heath near Harlestone Road has 
been submitted to the borough 
council. 

The Dallington Grange develop¬ 
ment proposes 3,000 new homes, 
seven hectares of employment 
land for business use, a ‘local cen¬ 
tre’ to accommodate a supermar¬ 
ket, six retail units, a pub or res¬ 
taurant and a nursery. 

The detailed proposals also 
include two new primary schools, 
a site reserved for a new second¬ 
ary school and the ‘provision of 
extensive areas of open space for 
recreation, sport, leisure, archae¬ 
ological protection and amenity’. 

Furthermore, the plans by 
developers Persimmon Homes 
and Barratt Homes would see 
Grange Farm redeveloped into 
either a cafe, restaurant, pub or 
hotel. 

Setting out ‘the vision’, which 
you can read in the fully detailed 
plans online, the developers said: 


“Development of the Dallington 
Grange site will help 
Northampton deliver its housing 
needs within a sustainable devel¬ 
opment, comprising new neigh¬ 
bourhoods, employment and 
community uses.

“The aim is to create a develop¬ 
ment for the 21st century with its 
own character and distinctive 
identity. 

“In this context, the develop¬ 
ment will respect Northampton’s 
transport aspirations through 
the delivery of the next length of 
the North West bypass and 
improved public transport con¬ 
nections. 

“The aim is to achieve a high 
quality development with a 
strong identity and a good ‘sense 
of place’.” 

Dallington Grange was initially 
mentioned for a new housing 
estate in 1997 and the first plans 
were submitted in 2007. 

However the development then 
stalled for eight years due to the 
financial crisis in 2008.

A wife allegedly murdered by 
her Northampton police 
detective husband died from 
head injuries, a coroner said 
last Thurday. 

Jill Goldsmith, 49, was found 
dead on March 26 at the semi¬ 
detached home she shared 
with her husband DC Otis 
Goldsmith next to 
Northamptonshire police 
headquarters. 

At a brief hearing at 
Kettering magistrates’ court, 
the Northamptonshire coro¬ 
ner Anne Pember said Mrs 
Goldsmith’s body was identi¬ 
fied by a former partner Dean 
Bailey. 

She said a post mortem 
examination carried out by 
Home Office Pathologist 
Professor Guy Rutty in 
Leicester showed the cause of 
death to be head injuries. 

Mrs Pember did not release 
Mrs Goldsmith’s body, as 
further tests are to be carried 
out. 

The inquest was adjourned 
until 30 July. 

The case is likely to be heard

The Masque Theatre's latest 
production of Our Town by 
Thornton Wilder is on at The 
Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, Sheep Street, 
Northampton until 

Saturday. 

‘Our Town’ is a play present¬ 
ing the daily life (and indeed, 
afterlife) of ordinary people 
in the fictional American 
town of Grover’s Corners in 
the early 20th Century. 

The characters are intended 
to represent humanity in gen¬ 
eral, whilst celebrating the 


wonder of variety and 
distinctiveness of each per¬ 
son. A spokesperson for the 
show said: “We are all alike in 
our differences. Everyone is 
born, most of us fall in love, 
and we all die - but for each 
person, their own experience 
of each is very personal.” 

Thornton Wilder wrote ‘Our 
Town’ in the late 1930s, a time 
of uncertainty, about small 
town America in the pre- 
Great War 1900s when life 
was simpler, but it’s not just a 
nostalgic reminiscence. 

It’s as much about the uni¬ 
versality of experience, and 
the similarities in the daily 


lives, loves and losses of ordi¬ 
nary people in ancient Rome, 
1900s or 1930s America, mod¬ 
ern day Northampton or even 
colonists on far flung planets 
a thousand years hence. 

It’s also a love story about 
childhood sweethearts 
George & Emily, beautifully 
played from their youth to 
adulthood. This is a light 
hearted comedy about small 
town life and families.

Porsche Boxster Spyder 
makes debut in New York 



PUNCHY MOTOR: The new Porsche Boxster Spyder is a purist’s product 


Porsche is celebrating the start of 
the 2015 convertible season with 
the World premiere of the new 
Boxster Spyder, a purist sports 
car making its debut at the New 
York International Auto Show. 

The new range-topping Boxster 
retains the independent charac¬ 
ter of the previous Spyder, which 
has already attained cult status. 
For example, the classic fabric 
roof is still opened and closed by 
hand, and the sports car is availa¬ 
ble with only a manual transmis¬ 
sion. 

As a true original roadster, the 
Boxster Spyder offers a tradition¬ 
al sports-car driving experience 
but with contemporary perfor¬ 
mance. This means firm sports 
suspension with a 20 mm lower 
ride height, powerful brakes 
taken from the 911 Carrera, even 
more direct steering, and a 3.8- 
litre flat six-cylinder engine with 
an output of 375 hp (276 kW). 

Drivers and passengers can thus 
look forward to a genuine sports- 
car experience with outstanding 
driving dynamics in the lightest 
yet most powerful Boxster. It 


takes only around 4.5 seconds for 
the Boxster Spyder to sprint from 
0 to 100 km/h, while the model’s 
top speed is 180 mph. NEDC 
overall fuel consumption 
amounts to 28.5 mpg. 


The distinctive design of the 
Boxster Spyder includes visual 
elements that recall the legend¬ 
ary sports and race cars from 
Porsche. For example, as a tribute 
to the 718 Spyder from the 1960s, 


the new Boxster Spyder has two 
prominent streamlined bulges 
that extend down along the long 
rear lid behind the head 
restraints. The partially manually 
operated, lightweight top is suita¬ 
ble for everyday use and brings to 
mind roadsters from the past, 
while the fins that stretch back to 
the rear lend the vehicle’s silhou¬ 
ette its characteristic design. The 
front and rear end of the model 
are taken from the Cayman GT4. 

More so than in any other 
Boxster, the interior of the new 
top model creates an atmosphere 
that elicits a feeling of pure driv¬ 
ing pleasure. 

In line with the model’s purist 
design neither a radio nor air 
conditioning is included as 
standard equipment in order to 
reduce weight. However, both can 
be ordered ex-factory as optional 
equipment at no extra cost. 

The new Boxster Spyder will be 
launched on the market in July 
and is available to order now 
from Porsche Centres. UK recom¬ 
mended retail prices start at 
£60,459 (112,186 EUR).

New Ford Focus 

Take a look inside... 


The Ford Focus didn’t feel as if it 
needed to much remedial work 
done, but the latest updates 
give it a better-looking face, 
a more user-friendly interior, 
more efficient engines and some 
suspension tweaks that aim to 
remind us what made the Focus 
great in the first place. 

When this car goes on sale this 
November, buyers will find that 
the engine range has also been 
revised. The Focus petrol engine 
line-up now largely hinges 
around an efficient 1.5-litre 
EcoBoost unit available in either 
150 or 180PS outputs. Buyers 
can though, continue to opt for 
the 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
powerplant in 100 and 120PS 
guises that was chosen by a third 
of customers in the pre-facelift 
model - and a sub-1 OOg/km ver¬ 
sion has also been developed. 

Diesel drivers are catered for 
with a 1.5-litre TDCi power- 
plant available in 95 or 120PS 
outputs. The hot ST version 
should build on the brilliance 
of its junior sibling, the livewire 
Fiesta ST. 

Dynamically, the biggest 
change is the uprated dampers, 
but Ford have also fitted firmer 
bushings, reprogrammed the 
stability control to be more 
progressive and revised the 


electro-hydraulic steering. The 
net result is a car that’s quicker 
to react, yet more stable when 
thrown into extreme manoeu¬ 
vres, like an emergency lane 
change. Paddle-shift controls will 
be available as an option, both 
diesel and petrol. Focus custom¬ 
ers also enjoy a quieter ride, 
achieved by thicker carpets, 
thicker side window glass, and 
improved engine bay insulation. 

The interior has also been 
given a serious once-over. The 
fascia design is more intuitive, 
that button-strewn centre stack 
and steering wheel being tidied 
up considerably. The black 
satin trim and chrome detailing 
contribute to a cleaner aesthetic 
too. Many of the controls are 
now marshalled by the SYNC 
2 high-resolution, 8-inch colour 
touch screen system. This in¬ 
cludes voice control for ‘easier’ 
access to audio, navigation, 
climate control and compatible 
mobile phones. 

One thing that’s undoubtedly 
an improvement is practical¬ 
ity. The centre storage console 
offers more space as well as a 
new sliding, integrated armrest, 
accommodating a variety of bot¬ 
tles and cups with the capacity 
to simultaneously hold a litre 
water bottle and a 400ml cup.

Kettering, Diamonds 
and Spencer claim 
Easter Monday joy 


NON-LEAGUE FOOTBALL 


Kettering Town were crowned as cham¬ 
pions of the Southern League Division 
One Central on Easter Monday - despite 
a 3-0 defeat at Rugby Town. 

The Poppies were not to be denied 
their day of celebration as second 
placed Aylesbury FC could only draw 
0-0 in their derby fixture with Aylesbury 
United, handing Kettering the title. 

Town will now play at Southern 
Premier Division level next season after 
a superb campaign which saw them 
clinch glory with three games to spare. 

At step five of the non-league pyra¬ 
mid, AFC Rushden & Diamonds sealed 
promotion from the United Counties 
Premier League (UCL) as they saw off 
already relegated Long Buckby 3-1 at 
the Dog & Duck. 

Declan Rogers opened the scoring for 
Rushden before Ricky Barby grabbed 
an equaliser for Buckby. 

Scott Joseph and Matt Gearing were 
then on target for Diamonds to ensure 
promotion as they can no longer slip 
out of the top three. They now need four 
points from their remaining four games 
to secure the league title. 

In Division One, Northampton 
Spencer were confirmed as league 
champions after seeing off 
Northampton ON Chenecks 2-0. 

Ryan Lovell grabbed both of the goals 
to confirm a title winning season and 
promotion to Premier Division level. 

Elsewhere, Brackley Town remain in 
relegation trouble in the Conference 
North after a heartbreaking 1-1 draw at 
Worcester City. 

Town went in front thanks to Greg 
Kaziboni after 15 minutes but conceded 
in the third minute of stoppage time 
when Mike Symons struck. 

Three points would have elevated 
Brackley from the drop zone but they 
instead remain one point adrift. 

Corby Town moved five points clear at 
the top of the Southern Premier Division 
as they won and title rivals Poole Town 
again slipped up. 

A Greg Mills penalty and a Cleveland 
Taylor strike gave Corby a 2-1 away win 
at Histon, who struck through Evan Key 
and ended the game with ten men. 

Poole were beaten 2-1 at Dorchester 
Town - their second defeat in a row. 

However, they still have three games 
in hand over Corby in the title race with 
the first of those due to be played at 
Cirencester Town last night. 

The Steelmen have three games left to 
play with only the champions going up 
automatically. 

Daventry Town lost 2-1 at home to 
Bedworth United in the Southern 
League Division One Central and are 
19th. 

Thurnby Nirvana moved up to second 
in the UCL Premier with a 3-1 home win 
over Oadby, while Desborough Town 
are 15th after a home 1-1 draw with 
Harborough Town. 

Northampton Sileby Rangers remain 
just two points above the bottom two 
after a heavy 7-3 home defeat to 
Cogenhoe United, who sit sixth. 

In UCL Division One, Raunds Town 
beat Irchester United 3-0, 
Wellingborough Whitworth saw off 
Rushden & Higham United 2-1, bottom 
club Stewart & Lloyds lost 7-1 at home to 
promotion chasing Peterborough 
Sports, Woodford United beat 
Bugbrooke St Michaels 3-0 and 
Thrapston won 2-0 at home to Burton 
Park Wanderers. 


Butcher backs Northants 
to be in promotion race

Former England batsman Mark 
Butcher is adamant Northants can 
bounce straight back to LV= County 
Championship Division One at the 
first time of asking under the lead¬ 
ership of Alex Wakely. 

Wakely missed the whole of the 
2014 campaign with a ruptured 
Achilles tendon, but that didn’t 
stop the powers-that-be at 
Northants from offering the bats¬ 
man a new contract until the end 
of the 2016 season. 

And they certainly missed the 
26-year-old as they ended the cam¬ 
paign with 12 defeats and four 
draws - including being bowled 
out twice in a day at Durham. 

Wakely will now captain 
Northants’ four-day side having 
done so with their limited overs 
teams already, and Butcher 
believes his return and the excit¬ 
ing all rounder David Willey can 
bring the smiles back to the 
County Ground this year. 

“David Willey is someone that 
has impressed me - he’s a bit like 
his father [Peter Willey] and he’s 
certainly a combative fellow, he 
won’t take a backwards step,” 
Butcher said. 

“He’s another guy who, if he gets 
off to a good start this year, could 
well be in line for ODI or T20 rec¬ 
ognition with England - there’s no 
reason that couldn’t happen. 

“He is someone who will be look¬ 
ing to further his career and 
maybe even looking at other plac¬ 
es to play, so there’s a massive 


incentive for him and the rest of 
the side to pick themselves up 
from last year. 

“Alex Wakely being back as cap¬ 
tain is a big thing as well -1 think 
he’s a terrific young player, a ter¬ 
rific young captain and missing 
him for last season was a massive 
blow to them. 

“Losing Wakely for the entire 
season last year was huge and 
they were massively out of their 
depth in Division One and that 
had a knock-on effect for the rest 
of their cricket. 

“They were hopeless in T20 after 
winning it the year before so will 
be keen to put that right.” 


Many will expect Northants to 
be right up there in Division Two 
this term, but while Butcher is one 
of them he insists bouncing back 
at the first time of asking is easier 
said than done. 

“Northants ought to be up there 
challenging in Division Two I 
would think - they had such a 
good season two years ago and I 
don’t see why they can’t repeat 
that,” he added. 

“But I think Surrey will be there 
or thereabouts at the end of the 
season and Lancashire will be 
very disappointed if they don’t go 
straight back up. 

“I think Derbyshire will be a good 


side as well and I guess Essex will 
fancy their chances once again. 

“I would be surprised if Surrey, 
Derby and Lancs weren’t battling 
it out for promotion right at the 
very end.” 

Northants’ trip to Cambridge 
MCCU in a three day friendly 
ended in a rain hit draw, with 
another warm-up at home to 
Worcestershire beginning on 
Tuesday morning.

North to sit out for a month

Saints’ star wing George North will 
be out for at least a month after 
suffering his latest head injury of 
the season against Wasps. 

The Welshman saw a neurologist 
on Wednesday after being knocked 
out by Nathan Hughes’ trailing leg 
on March 27, and the club have 
been advised that he should be re¬ 
assessed at the end of April. 

North, 22, will continue to be 
monitored by Saints’ medical 
team in the intervening period. 
He will not participate in on-field 
training but will ‘continue to con¬ 
tribute in other areas and main¬ 
tain his work with the club’s per¬ 
formance department’. 

“We have listened to the advice 
we sought and George will be tak¬ 
ing some time away from the 
field,” said director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder. “Throughout this pro¬ 
cess it is important that George’s 


welfare comes first and that he is 
treated patiently and calmly, only 
returning to action when all of the 
medical team are happy for him to 
do so.” 

Hughes was sent off after the col¬ 
lision and has since been banned 
for three weeks, although Wasps 
are set to appeal. 

North previously suffered con¬ 
cussion scares playing for Wales 
in the Autumn internationals and 
then against England in this year’s 
Six Nations. 

He was a major loss to a Saints 
side who saw their European 
Rugby Champions Cup campaign 
ended so dramatically with a 37-5 
defeat to Clermont Auvergne, as 
after the group stages he was the 
leading try scorer in the tourna¬ 
ment. 

“Gutted not to be playing but 
taking care of the swede,” he 
tweeted before Northampton’s 
trip to the French side.

Wilder won’t give 
up on the play-offs

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder admitted that the 1-0 defeat 
to Cambridge United on Easter 
Monday was ‘a disappointing day’ 
for fans, staff and players alike - but 
pledged not to let the season dwin¬ 
dle away to nothing. 

The Cobblers’ League Two play-off 
hopes were hampered after Harrison 
Dunk scored after just 60 seconds, 
and the U’s defence then battled 
manfully to deny the home side any 
route back into the game. 

It left the Cobblers five points adrift 
of the top seven with five games to 
play, and they will have to rely on at 
least three teams slipping up before 
the end of the season. 

“I can’t beat about the bush, it’s 
been a disappointing day for us,” said 
Wilder aftewards. 


“If we’d got three points we’d have 
been right in the mix. The majority of 
punters will have seen the players 
have left everything on the pitch. 

“I stressed over the weekend that 
we can’t afford to give the opposition 
an opportunity to go ahead in the 
game, and we have done. 

“We’ve committed too many people 
going forward in the first minute, the 
keeper should make a save and it 
gave them a massive lift. 

“But the amount of play we had in 
their half was ridiculous. I was just 
disappointed that when we got into 
the final third we never produced 
anything of quality. Crosses were 
over hit and people weren’t making 
the right decisions. 

“There weren’t any energy level 
problems. When teams sit, sit and sit 
you’ve got to be the ones to break 
them down and force the game. 

“The goal killed us, and their back 
four never moved from the box after 
that. 


“I can’t be disappointed with the 
attitude of the players, they had a 
right go at it. After we made the 
change [Ivan Toney replacing Chris 
Hackett after 30 minutes] I thought it 
was one-way traffic, we pressed and 
all the play was there, we just needed 
a bit of luck or quality. 

“I was watching Northampton a 
year and a half ago and today’s game 
would have ended 3-0 or 4-0. 

“But it wasn’t, and as a team we’ve 
pushed Cambridge, they’ve had to 
put everything on the line to get that 
result and earn it.” 

Wilder admitted his players were 
deflated in the dressing room following 
the result, but promised Cobblers fans 
he wouldn’t let the season peter out. 

Instead he wants to see the Shoe 
Army turn up at the do-or-die game 
away at high fliers Stevenage on 
Saturday, where he says a win could 
well put his side back in with a 
chance of a play-off spot. 

Wilder said: “I don’t want to keep talk¬ 


ing about last season, but this is a new 
team and they’ve given it a right go. 

“I can’t fault them, the boys are des¬ 
perately gutted in there and they’ve 
got their heads down. They’re not 
walking about just picking their 
wages up, they’re not that sort of 
group and we’re all disappointed at a 
missed opportunity. 

“If we don’t do it this year we’re in 
good shape to do it next year. 

“Of course the next game is a must 
win, but football is such a ridiculous 
game why can’t we go to Stevenage 
and win? We won at Shrewsbury who 
hadn’t been beaten at home all season. 

“I do believe that we should take a 


really healthy crowd to get behind 
these players, we don’t want the sea¬ 
son to peter out. 

“We’ll dust ourselves down and go 
again, and I’m trying to instill that 
character into the players. 

“I would never let a season just run 
out, we go to the very last minute of 
the last game and that is our respon¬ 
sibility to give the fans 100 per cent 
commitment. 

“Who knows, there’s still five games 
and 15 points to play for, and if we win 
we might be back in it. 

“But the players will need that sup¬ 
port from the fans, because they’re 
down as well.”

Tom Reed reflects on Northampton Town’s dis¬ 
appointing Easter double header - which saw 
them collect a solitary point. 

A single-point return from the two-game 
Easter period left the Cobblers hanging on to 
promotion hopes by the skin of their teeth. 

Chris Wilder’s side sits 11th in League Two, 
five points off the play-off pack, meaning this 
Saturday’s clash at Stevenage takes on must- 
win proportions. 

Northampton had the chance to capitalise on 
a wobble by Newport County, the club taking 
up the final play-off berth, but slow starts 
against AFC Wimbledon on Good Friday and 
Cambridge United on Easter Monday cost 
them dear. 

Ex-Cobbler Adebayo Akinfenwa put in a 
princely performance for Wimbledon at the 
Kingsmeadow stadium, tormenting his old side 
with a show of his hold-up skills that changed 
many a match at Sixfields. 

The man known as The Beast won a 58th min¬ 
ute aerial duel with Ryan Cresswell to lay on to 
Sean Rigg who prodded past Matt Duke. The 
Dons claimed a second a couple of minutes 


later when the bulky Akinfenwa 
was given two bites of the cherry 
to lay on to Jake Reeves who 
lashed a right-footed drive into 
Duke’s bottom right corner. 

Yet, the substitution of a toiling 
John Joe-O’Toole for Ivan Toney 
was the catalyst for a fightback 
that had Northampton fans on 
the Kingsmeadow away terrace 
jumping. First, James Gray swept 
a 66th minute Ricky Holmes cut¬ 
back into the top right-hand cor¬ 
ner of the Wimbledon net and 
then he collected his brace with 
a brave, angled flick header past 
Ross Worner a mere three min¬ 
utes later. 

The 2-2 turnaround should 
have given the Cobblers hope of 
beating an inferior Cambridge 
United side the following 
Monday but plans went awry as 
early as 60 seconds as 
Northampton stopper Duke let a 
speculative Harrison Dunk long shot squeeze 
past low to his left. 

Wilder will probably resist making a pariah of 
his experienced keeper but it’ll be interesting 
to see if the Cobblers boss makes a move to 
start second choice Shwan Jalal given that 
Duke’s inaccurate kicking and nervy perfor¬ 


mance hardly set the tone for a composed team 
display. 

Wilder will point to the possession stats, 
60-40 in favour of Northampton, but the U’s 
keeper and former Cobbler, Chris Dunn, was 
barely tested in the early skirmishes. 

Instead it was Cambridge, winless in their 


past seven games, who should have added to 
their lead. With a mysteriously lacklustre 
Northampton outfit standing off, Ryan 
Donaldson sent a mighty fine shot off the 
Cobblers’ bar on 30 minutes. 

Wilder had made the strange decision to start 
winger Chris Hackett instead of the live-wire 
striker Toney but corrected the tactical gaff on 
31 minutes with Toney replacing the unfortu¬ 
nate Hackett. 

Yet, Cambridge continued to push the goal¬ 
scoring agenda with Nathaniel Mendez-Laing 
rounding Duke a minute after the half-time 
restart with the Peterborough loanee winger 
sending a skewed shot into the net support. 

Nineteen-year-old Cobblers forward Toney 
should have levelled the scoreline on the hour 
mark but his free header from a plum Evan 
Horwood cross failed to test Dunn. 

The Northampton players left the field after 
the single goal defeat caked in mud but with 
nothing to show for it after referee Trevor Kettle 
refused to whistle for a last minute penalty 
shove on substitute Diego De Girolamo. 

Afterwards Wilder talked ten to the dozen 
about his side “going right to the end” but those 
in attendance knew that the Cambridge defeat 
was a major downgrade in performance at the 
worst possible time. 

It’s not over till the fat lady sings but it might 
well be that the bulky Akinfenwa had the last 
laugh on Good Friday. 
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Saints' European dream 
was brutally dashed on 
Saturday as the English 
champions were blown 
away by a dominant 
Clermont Auvergne. 

Northampton always 
knew that they would be 
underdogs for the 
Champions Cup quarter 
final clash - with the 
French side unbeaten at 
home in Europe since 
2008 - but few could have 
predicted the beating they 
were subjected to. 

Clermont demonstrated 
an awesome display of 
strength, power and fast 
flowing rugby and Saints 
had no answer as the Top 
14 side went in at half¬ 
time 27-0 in front. 

It was mission impossi¬ 
ble for the visitors at that 


stage and they eventually 
went down 37-5 in the 
chastening contest. 

“This is one of the worst 
nightmares of my career, 
I’ve had a few shockers 
and this is definitely one 
of them,” said Saints 
director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder afterwards. 

“We came up against an 
outstanding side playing 
at the top of their game, 
Clermont played very, 
very well and we didn’t. 

“When at half-time it’s 
27-0 it’s game over. 

“It would be hard to 
argue against the fact that 
this game represents the 
gulf that exists between 
Premiership and Top 14, in 
terms of the performance. 

“It’s a tough one. They 
were outstanding today, 
and by far the better team, 
but we have competed 
against the top sides. 

“When we went away to 
Racing we played quite 



well but lost. Then we were 
well beaten at home against 
them. The top French 
teams are very, very good 
and at times we are very, 
very good, but not today. 

“The disappointing 
thing is, you come into 
these games knowing 
you’ve got a chance but 
also knowing you’ve got to 
play at your very best. 

“Today we didn’t do that, 
and therefore were well 
beaten.” 

Saints can now only con¬ 
centrate on Premiership 
matters with a trip to 
Exeter Chiefs - who won at 
Franklin’s Gardens earlier 
this season - on Sunday. 

They are ten points clear 
on top with four games to 
play, and are closing in on 
a top two finish and a 
home semi final in the 
play-offs. 

“Now our focus has to be 
retaining our Premiership 
title,” said Mallinder.
